DOM ESTIC NEW S. 


B laine's Strong; T ariff A dilressen. 
' 
New Y ork, October 31st.—James G. Blaine 
spoke to two largo enthusiastic audiences in 
Newark last evening. 
His first speech was 
made in Saenger Hall. 
From there he was 
driven rapidly to Bellevue Avenue Rink Hall, 
where he delivered his second auu longer nd- 
dress. Everywhere his presence created un­ 
bounded enthusiasm. lie will remain in Newark 
until to-morrow morning, when he will got o 
Camden, where he will speak in the evening. 
Saeuger Hall, at Belmont avenue and Morton 
street, is in the heart of the German district of 
Newark, and the size aud enthusiasm of the 
meeting there showed plainly how great is Mr. 
Blaine’s popularity with the German element. 
The hall is a large one, aud yet every seat was 
taken. 
The galleries were packed until it 
seemed as if the pillars could sustain it no 
longer. Crowds were standing in the aisles and 
about the doors. A hand in front of the seats 
played " Mikado" airs and kept the great audi- 
ienee in good humor until the meeting was 
called to order. 
There was no further neces­ 
sity 
for music to warm the 
people 
up, 
for 
every 
speaker 
was 
greeted 
with 
cheers. The meeting had not been long in pro­ 
gress before genuine enthusiasm was developed, 
which reached a climax when Blaine appeared 
ou the stage. Blaine said : “ I have sometimes 
thought, that if it did not cost so much in case 
of a calamity, to have about five years of free 
trade. There is nothing which cools a man 
half so much as a cold bath. There is a great 
difference between knowing a thing historically 
and going through it in experience. It is quite 
a different thing to read about the strength oi 
a m an’s arm aud being knocked down by it. As 
one of your speakers I»as said, New York is the 
largest manufacturing city on the face of the 
globe. Would it have been so without a protec­ 
tive tariff 
Mr. Blaine closed his address with 
an examination of the flush times which fol­ 
lowed the low tariff’ policy oi 1846, and said 
that the prosperity at that epoch was exp.aincd 
bv the fact U at lor three successive seasons 
there were bad crops in Europe, culminating in 
famine in Ireland ; that three oi the greatest 
nations of Europe, on the heels ot those bad 
harvests, engaged in a war which lasted for 
three years, and that iu addition to this there 
was a’ great 
influx 
of gold incident 
to 
the d h o v erv of the mines in California. 
Notwithstanding the efforts always made to 
complicate issues in a campaign, there is al­ 
ways one great issue which stands out promi­ 
nently*. It is a common practice—a common 
trick,’1 might sav—on the part of some people 
to raise issues aside from this central and vital 
one, aud thus try to confuse people, and lead 
tlicra oft' from the main question at stake. In 
the last Congress the M jrnsoa bill, which was a 
measure attacking the legitimate protection 
which the Government throws around every in­ 
dustry. was defeated by the Republicans, aided 
by a few Democrats, the latter voting with fear 
of their constituents iu their hearts, if not fear 
of the Iword. The bill failed by a narrow m a­ 
jority. It will be brought up in the next Con­ 
gress if the verdict of the people is calculated to 
encourage such a step. It is in your hands, if 
there is—and 1 think there is—reason to believe 
there will be a Republican gain at the coming 
election, Mr. Morrison's motion to reconsider 
aud bring up his bill again will not be pressed. 
If, on the other baud, there arc Democratic 
gains, the bill will be again brought out ami 
urged vigorously before Congress.’’ 
Every Democratic legislative candidate who is 
elected 1 ciU owe his election to George Hearsf * money. 
Err if there is any one ease where it is not directly 
applied, the withholding oj his hand is justas much 
an affirmative act as the applying of it, and when 
the caucus uitip cracks the partisan legislator will 
dance.

T he New Y ork L abor P a ra d e . 
New Y ork, October 31st.— The parade of 
George men last night outdid the Bartholdi pro­ 
cession in numbers, although it fell short of the 
prediction of its managers. When it got to 
breaking up at Tompkins’ Sonare, after plod­ 
ding through the rain and pushing through the 
crowd there were scarcely iiity men lett who 
had got there, but it started at Great Jones 
street and the Bowery at least 26,000 strong, and 
ninety-nine per cent, of the number were men 
of voting age. The Sun asserts, that by actual 
count there were 25,794 men iu line at Union 
.Square, exclusive of the musicians. Before the 
hour for the review the streets in the neighbor­ 
hood of the Bowery aud Great Jones street were 
througed with bodies of men with lanterns, 
headed by brass bands, and moving about to 
their positions. Along the line of march people 
crowded to see the demonstration, aud cheers 
followed the procession everywhere, and near 
the upper ena of Broadway, us the delegations 
were marching to the startiug point, they were 
hissed. This was tho only unfriendly demon­ 
stration. 
Henry George reached a position 
in Union Square from which he reviewed 
the parade shortly after, and was greeted with 
chce s bv the crowd, and there were calls for a 
speech, to which he did not respond. He was 
accompanied by ex-Senator Eccosine, James 
Redpath ami Patrick Ford, editor Price, of the 
Leader, ('. U. Schewster and Edward King. 
The crowd around the stand was closely packed, 
and extended half-way across the plaza, aud 
the waHui skirting Union Square ou all sides 
were crowded, l ut the Park was practically de­ 
scried. The rain, which b gau to fall shortly 
niter 3 o’clock, and continuing all evening, had 
something to do v.i h *:imii:ishiug the crowd, 
no doubt, but if it was not an over large assem­ 
blage it was enthusiastic, tom e of the men 
carried Roman candles, which they touched off 
as they passed George. The division marshals 
and some ot the others were on horseback, and 
there were several carriages in line. 
Two 
women walked with the men. As the various 
organizations passed the reviewing stand they 
cheered for Henry George, and the crowd taking 
up the hurrah, it was passed along aud renewed 
by succeeding delegations, so thefe was almost 
a continuous roar of cheers and shouts. Many 
of the Labor organizations kept step to shouts 
of “ George, George, 
Henry George!” and 
“ Hewitt, Hewitt. Hewitt, can’t do i t !”

Tt has long been the custom of the people of 
the United States on one day in each year, es­ 
pecially set apart for that purpose by their 
Chief Executive, to acknowledge the goodness 
end mercv of God. and to invoke His continued 
care and’ protection. 
Iu observance to such 
custom, J, Grover Cleveland, President of tLe 
United States, do hereby designate and set apart 
Thursday, the 25th day of November, instant, 
to be observed aud kept as a day of thanksgiv­ 
ing anu prayer. On that day let all our people 
forego their accustomed 
employments, and 
assemble in their usual places of worship to 
give thanks to the Ruler of the Universe for 
our continued enjoyment of the blessings of 
free government; for the renewal of busi­ 
ness prosperity throughout our l au d; for the 
return which has 
rewarded the labo*- of 
those 
who 
till 
the 
soil, 
and 
for 
our 
progress as a people in all that makes a nation 
great. And white we contemplate the infinite 
j ower of God in earthquake, flood aud storm, let 
the grateful hearts ol those who have been 
shielded from harm through liis mercy be 
turned in sympathy anu kindness toward those 
who have suffered through His visitations. Let 
us also, in the m idst of our thanksgiving, re­ 
member the poor and needy with cheerful gifts 
of alms, so that our services may, by deads of 
charity, be made acceptable in the sight of the 
Lord.

New York, October 31st.—A dispatch from 
the City of Mexico says : It is reported here in 
ofiicia- circles that United States Consul Porch 
has been removed from his participation in the 
Sedgwick indignation meeting. There must be 
some foundation for this rumor, for it seems to 
have come pretty straight. Porch sent an offi­ 
cial account of the scandal, c<-itched iu guarded 
language, to the State Department at Washing­ 
ton, and his course in doing so was fully ap­ 
proved by the mass ineetine of the American 
colony, for the protection of whose reputation 
he hail concluded such a step necessary. 
A Sad A ffair. 
Wilkesbarre (Pa ), October 31st.—A double 
tragedy occurred this afternoon at Bennett- 
ftlope, at W. G. Payne & Co.’s colliery near King­ 
ston. William Moses, one of the oldest m ining 
engineers in Luzerne count;-, was ou duty at 
this colliery. He was given a’signal to hoist die 


cage from the bottom of the shaft, which was 
300 feet deep. He supposed everything was 
clear below, and started his engine just as John 
Brodda, & footman, was running a car upon the 
cage. The sudden hoisting threw Brodda off, 
and in falling he was caught between the cage 
and the brattice on the side of the shaft, and 
was instantly killed. As soon ascngineer Moses 
was informed of what had happened, he walked 
to his room near by, took a revolver from his 
coat )KX*ket, and placing it to his forehead fired, 
killing himself.

The true policy, therefore, is to keep the representative 
who has got through the initiatory degree. 
C om plexion o f th e N ext H ouse. 
Washington, October 31st.—If the Repub­ 
licans should secure a majority in the next 
House of Representatives it will be as much of a 
surprise to the managers of the Republican Con­ 
gressional campaign here as to their Democratic 
opponents. Both parties concede, however, that 
the Democratic majority in the present Congress 
will be reduced. The Democrats now lmve 41 
actual majority, and vacancies exist in two 
Democratic districts, making a majority of 43to 
be overcome. Senator McKenna, Chairman of 
the Democratic* Congressional Committee, esti­ 
mates a majority of between 25 or 30 in the next 
Congress. Secretary McPherson, of the Repub­ 
lican Congressional 
Committee, 
thinks the 
Democratic majority cannot exceed ten or 
twelve. Journal Clerk Smith, of the House, 
who is an expert on the subject, thinks the 
Democratic majority will be between seven and 
ten, while General Clark, Clerk of the House, 
puts it at 25. None ot these predictions assume 
that the Republicans will capture the House,

Republicans should assume any responsibility 
for national legislation. New York has 17 Re­ 
publican and 17 Democrats in the

House. The Democrats will probably lose four 
members in the next Congress». Iu Ohio there 
will be a loss of three or lour members, in In­ 
diana a loss of one or two. iu Virginia one, 
North Carolina one. Connecticut one. New Jer­ 
sey oue or two, and in Pennsylvania two or 
three. A Democratic gain of oue or two mem­ 
bers is expected in California, and additions to 
the Democratic Representatives are expected 
from the Northwest, where the prohibition 
movement is making inroads upon the Repub­ 
lican vote. In Illinois the Republicans hope to 
capture at least three districts now represented 
by Democrats. The result of the municipal 
election in New York and Brooklyn may change 
the complexion ol the Congressional delega­ 
tions from those cities, but all indications point 
to a continued control of the House by a re­ 
duced Democratic majority. 
S ensational Scenes a t a C hicago F ire. 
Chicago, October 31st.—A conflagration caus­ 
ing a loss of nearly 5250,000 and probably several 
lives, occurred in a six-story building at 1U9-111 
East Madison street, between 4 and 5 o’clock 
this morning. The inm atesof a dozen gambling 
houses in the vicinity were unaware of the fire 
until the lives of most of them were in peril. 
Then a wild stampede ensued. The proprietors 
hurried the gold and greenbacks into satchels, 
and some others rushed down stairs loaded 
down with gambling implements. 
The major­ 
ity, however, employes and players, came tear­ 
ing out of the buildings hat less and coatless, 
badly frightened. 
After an hour’s work the 
llames were comparatively under control. At 
this time six men of the Fire Insurance Patrol 
were in the building covering the stock of the 
Goodyear Rubber Company. 
Suddenly there 
was * 
A TERRIBLE CRASH, 
Followed by a dense wave of smoke and sparks. 
The roof and top floor fell through into the base­ 
ment, burying tue patrolmen in the ruins. 
Im ­ 
mediately a detachm ent of firemen and patrol­ 
men, led by Marshal Swence, made a rush to 
their rescue. 
The cries of the imprisoned men 
could be heard above ail the diu. Geo. Furneld 
was the first man out. He came up through a 
hole made in the sidewalk lights, and was only 
slightly injured. William Darley also managed 
to crawl out with slight injuries. 
Patrol Cap­ 
tain Hume was pinned down under a falling 
beam ami wedged in between two boxes. He 
was carried out with both legs crushed aud his 
left ioot turned completely around. 
P. L. Mul­ 
lins was dragged from under two heavy beams 
badly cut about the head and his body fearfully 
brilled. Gus Bergemerke was being held down 
by a heavy piece of printing machinery, so all 
effort to release him were useless. The im ­ 
prisoned man 
BEGGED IUS COMRADES TO KILL 1IIM. 
The sewer and basement had become flooded 
and au immense quantity of water poured into 
the building and was rapidly rising under 
Bergemcnke’s eyes, while toe names were eat­ 
ing their way toward him. Marshal Swence 
ordered an engine detached from a fire-plug to 
pump from the basement, while the efforts of 
the other engines were redoubled against the 
fire. The water had just reached Bergemenke’s 
chin, when they began to go down, and the 
flames began to recede. With the aid of jack- 
screws the machinery was at last raised, and 
after three-quarters of an hour Bergemenke was 
taken out and carried to the hospital. One of 
his legs and arms are broken, but he may live. 
C. Papineau could not lie found, and was given 
up for lost, his body not being found for eleven 
hours. In the recovery of the corpse another 
fireman was iatally injured and an insurance 
patrolman seriously wounded. 
A FIREMAN MANGLED. 
The fire aud fall of the roof had damaged 
many wires, and gangs of linemen commenced 
work on the adjoining roofs, although requested 
by the firemen to wait until the body was found. 
iVhilo pulling a heavy cable over the wal l a 
piece of iron cornice was dislodged,|which fell 
to the basement and s-ruck fireman Michael 
McGovern in the back, mangling him horribly. 
He will die. E ighuen linemen were arrested, 
but released on bonds. An insurance patrol 
man, Cornell, fell through a hole in the broken 
sidewalk, and was so seriously injured that he 
had to be taken to the hospital.

and all issues between which can lie and 
have been most speedily and satisfactorily 
settled without the arena of political 
activ ity .

with American ideas. A party that proposes 
Fpecific measures, while so much of which 
as are practicable and just can be accom­ 
plished under the 
practical wise and 
proven capacity of the National Republi­ 
can party, which, for all proper and needed 
reforms, has never manifested either lack 
of courage or ability. A party, in short, 
is this American fungus that gives aid and 
comfort while professing to he opposed to 
the Democracy under whom the abuses of 
the naturalization laws grew up, and for 
the prostitution of which it has been the 
shame-faced procurer from the day of its 
birth to the present hour. 
In addition to these general anomalies, 
there are in this county and in San Fran­ 
cisco purely local side-shows that claim to 
be the result of an ardent desire to crush 
out political bossism, hut which appears

ular puts it. Swift and Dartlett will each lose 
one vote and fVigginton gain two.

To-day all manufacturers of bull-butter 
must take out a license for the privilege of 
manufacturing animal fat into the appear­ 
ance of butter. But if (ieorge Hearst had 
succeeded in his efforts, this check would 
not have been applied. 
On and after this morning all bull- 
butter sold must bear the stamp of a bull 
trampling upon a serpent—the device 
adopted under the law by the Secretary of 
the Treasury.

w holly unjustifiable.

VIEWS OF SENATOR STANFORD 


Concerning the Political Situation in this 1 
State. 
fS. F. B ulletin, October :K)th.] 
! 
Senator Leland Stanford was interviewed 
this afternoon concerning the political situ­ 
ation. 
H is answers were substantially as 
follow s: 
" Yes, I think this election is a very im ­ 
portant one, reaching far beyond the bound­ 
aries of our State, and possibly involving 
the political character of" the U nited States 
Senate. I hope to see the Republican Stale 
and Legislative ticket elected. Mr. Swift, 
the nominee for Governor, is an abie man, 
and, in my judgm ent, fit to fill any office. 
He is in harmony with the sentim ent of 
the Republican party, which I take it rep­ 
resents the American sentim ent—educa­ 
tion through the free schools, free religion, 
a deep and earnest appreciation of the 
rights of man as expressed in the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, and again in the 
fourteenth am endm ent to the Constitution 
of tiie United States, by which the rights of 
individuals in their life, liberty and prop­ 
erty are guaranteed. The Republican party 
grew into existence btcause of thorough 
belief in these principles. 
It is the party 
of progress, ft is the party which husi s 
itself in trying to elevate the masses of 
m ankind. 
Aside from m aintaining the 
integrity of the nation, the great duty 
of 
statesmen 
is 
to 
see 
how 
they 
can lift up the 
poor 
and 
ignoran». 
The wealthy and educated 
find 
their 
benefit in the progress of the other class. If 
our American laborers are to have prece­ 
dent ia compensation over the laborers of 
other countries, it will be because of their 
superior intelligence and the consequent 
greater power ot production. The laborer 
is worthy of his hire. T hat means that he 
shall be compensated according to his 
power ot production. 
In this State we st e 
the harvester paid $2 a day to raise wheat 
to be sold in England. The laborer in 
India receives 5 cents a day, and the man 
on the banks of the Nile receives a red rad­ 
ish per day for raising the same article to 
be sold in the same m arket. It all goes to 
the English m arket, and England will pay 
no more for a kernel of wliqat raised in 
California by the m an who receives $2 a 
day than it will for the wheat raised in 
India with the wages at 5 cents, or on the 
banks of the Nile, where a laborer receives 
a red radish worth 1 cent. The m an in 
California, however, is able to cut and 
trash and put the wheat in the sack for 10 
cents per hundred ponnds. 
He can, there­ 
fore, well afford to pay his laborer $2 a day, 
even though he must compete w ith the 
cheaper labor of India and Egypt. 
" I think this is a direct illustration of the 
value of labor depending upon its produc­ 
tive capacity, aud m arks the difference in 
degree of the intelligent direction and ap­ 
plication of labor in the three countries. 
I think, and I believe it is so accepted by 
the great body of Republicans, that an im ­ 
portant aid to the advancement of the wel- 
tare ot the laboring m an is co-operation. 
To m aintain co-operation among the peo­ 
ple requires a certain am ount of intelli­ 
gence and the legal provisions necessary to 
protect them. 
W here there is co-operation 
the force of the strongest man inures to 
the benefit of the weakest. The conse­ 
quence is, that instead of the strongest man 
being brought down to the level of the 
weakest, the weakest is elevated to the 
'•v e lo f the strongest. 
W hy I think the 
I, 
">cratic party is not the equal of the 
Republican party, so far as American ideas 
are concerned, is the fact that t lie great hulk 
of the party is in the South. The existence 
of slavery in that section lorbade the 
assertion of the rights of m an as laid down 
in the Declaration of Independence. Ours 
is the only Government, so far as I 
know, that is founded distinctly upon 
the great m oral idea of the rights of 
m an. 
All 
other 
Governments have 
been founded in force and m aintained by 
force. Hence the people who come from 
countries where true freedom has not been 
known as we understand it, do not compre­ 
hend our principles, and therefore there 
are Anarchists. There can be no anarchy 
where the rights of man are recognized and 
fully believed in. 
It m ust have struck 
every thoughtful person as peculiar that in 
the lists of the members of A narchist socie­ 
ties the names of no Americans appear.- It 
takes tim e to educate m en coming from 
foreign countries to comprehend and un­ 
derstand the hum anizing power and the 
magnificence of the ultim ate consequences 
of a Government founded on the moral 
ideas to which I have referred. 
W ithout 
questioning the patriotism of the Demo­ 
cratic party, I find in the reasons which I 
have given why I desire the success of the 
Republican ticket. I think that there is 
before the country and the world a great 
battle between two kinds of government. 
We stand alone, not only as a government 
but as a people, in our appreciation founded 
on the great moral ideas before mentioned.”

State of California, a t its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h undred an d eighty-five, two- 
th ird s o f all the m em bers elected to each of the 
tw o H ouses of B&id Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten and E leven of A rticle 
T hirteen, oí th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


a m e n d m e n t n u m b e r o n e . 


S ection 1. All property in th e State, except 
xailroads, not exem pt u n d er the laws of the 
U nited States, sh all be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to U- A scertained as provided bv law. 
T he word property, as used in th is article aud 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises an d all 
other m atters an d things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of th e realty; and. 
provided further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Seciion 'leu ot th is article: and, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro ­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation of snips 
and vessels ow ned and reui. tered or enrolled in 
this *date, or m ay tax such ships an d vessels on 
th e ir grosser net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to lam a fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer iu th is State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
under oath, setting forlh specifically ail prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, owned 
ny such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, os hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
In th e couuty, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law . Every corporation 
aud person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any j»ortion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an annual ta x of two ’and 
& h alf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is 5?tate, o f such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county tax es upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art o f such railroad, an d upon the 
shares of th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, coutrocts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upou Fiich prop­ 
erty. A ll o th er property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed an d taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings earned during th e year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol D ecem ber’last 
preceding, of all railroad?, shall bo, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
am! declared by th e State Board of Equalization, 
u nder such rules aud regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; proñdtd, how ever, th a t 
the leg islatu re m ay at any tim e pa*a laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all ca.°e* 
w here railroads are situated partly w ith in this 
Stato aud partly w ithout this Htate. th eg ro p saa 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


First- The gross earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ith in th is State. 


Second—The gross eam iDgs w hich, during the 
Fame year, have been earm -d partly w ithin this 
Htate and partly w ithout this ©tale, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een this State &nu other Sta*es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is State, and 
used in m akiug f u c o earnings, hears to**he 
w hole numt>er of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning»- thus ascertained 
shall be added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin th e State, and th e total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deem ed to be th e gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purpo**» of assess 
raent and taxation. For every purpose or thi> 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate i*arnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w b o ll/ w ithin this Htate, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated os one road. O ne-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u nder the provisi >ns or this section 
shall becom e part of tne General Fund of this 
State, an d tw a th ir ls thereof shall be paid to 
the county o r counties in w hich said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated In the several counties. For the 
purposes o f this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, 
sons, 
. 
tax herein provided. 
___ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th eir right !o operate 
th e ir railroads w ithin th is State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e I egislature m ay impose for the non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon th e property 
hereinbefore iu this sect ion designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
th e sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
any common 6chool district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors of th e dif irict, at a special election 
held for th at pnrpose, th e sem e as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, an ything In 
tills article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
And ail railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin th e boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for m unicipal nurp>oses th e sam e as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is State, or any one or m ore of 
them , in such rases and am ounts an d in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law . F o Court 
w ithin th is State shall have po wer, by injunc­ 


tion or otherw ise, to interfere w itn, h in d er or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a snow ing th at th e 
Fame property has been taxed m ore th an once 
for the sam e purpos*1 in the sam e year, and th en 
o n lj upx>n paym ent to the Tax ( oYlcctor, or into 
Court, oi a sum equal to th e am ount oí one of 
the taxes so iaid unon the property In question; 
provided. th at in all cases actions m ay be m ain­ 
tained against the *J ax Collet t >r to ’recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u nder protest. AH such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ithin th irty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the C o u p s in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon the request

L. Q. C. Lamar 
is Democratic Secretary of the Interior, un­ 
der his Excellency, Grover Cleveland. _ Mr. 
W right has made his report to his chief, 
Mr. Lamar, under date of March 17, 1886. 
T he date should be observed as among the 
latest expressions of Democratic sentiment, 
theory, opinion and position. Mr. Li> ar, 
the Democratic Secretary of the Intel r, 
indorses the report and transm its it to l ie 
President. In the report the position is 
taken definitely and distinctly that foreign 
imm igration to the United States is not 
only undesirable, but very injurious. The 
report shows by statistical determination 
that imm igration intothe United States has 
been an immediate cause of depression. 
Mr. W right and Mr. Lamar say : “ In ex­ 
am ining the table of statistics, one sees 
that prior to each period of depression since 
1867, there has been a large increase of ini- 
migration, and following each period of de­ 
pression a large falling off. As times be­ 
come prosperous, after each period, immi- 
graliou has set in and been followed up to 
an abnormal degree ; 
aud as soon as pros­ 
perity ceases temporarily, the foreign m e­ 
chanic or laborer has remained at home. 
The constant artificial augmentation of the 
num ber of laborers during prosperous years 
lias hud its full share in bring in tbe fol­ 
lowing period of depression.” 
Messrs. W right and Lamar, for the pres­ 
ent Democratic Adm inistration, declare 
that the total num ber employed in this 
country in m anufacturing aud mechanical 
pursuits was 3,837,000, of whom 1,225,787 
are of foreign birth, or 32 per cent, of the 
whole num ber engaged in such industries. 
Continuing they say : 
" It will be seen at once that the tendency 
of imm igration is to assimilate with our 
mechanical industries. This increases the 
supply of labor out of proportion w ith the 
demand, lowers wages, contributes to what­ 
ever over-production exists and cripples 
perm anently the consuming power of the 
whole.” 
They meet the logic of these facts fairly 
and squarely. 
They have used statistics 
and they declare what they are determinate 
of. They say: 
“ It is undoubtedly true 
that during the past fifty years immigration 
has been of inestimable value as an ele­ 
ment iu American industrial progress, but 
it cannot be said now, and probably not to 
any great extent in the future, that America 
is the hume of the oppressed of all nations. 
This advertisement will undoubtedly be 
w ithdrawn, as well as that other, that 
there is room in the United States for all.” 
Here is a plain declaration issuing from 
the Democratic Adm inistration itself, trans­ 
m itted approvingly by Mr. Cleveland's Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, declaring th at tbe 
United States has ceased to be tbe home of 
tito oppressed of all nations, and declaring 
that the doctrine that there is room enough 
for all in the United States m ust be w ith­ 
drawn. 
They s:tv: “ This would not be so if this 
country were not one of the great family 
of nations now given to mechanical pro­ 
duction.” The whole context of the report 
shows, first, 'h a t the tariff raises the rate 
of wages in the United States; that it is a 
protection against the output of mechanical 
skill and labor in foreign countries, and 
that all ihe good it does to the American 
laborer is neutralized by perm itting skilled 
labor to enter the country free. But some­ 
thing more than this has occurred to ex­ 
pose the Democratic position w ith refer­ 
ence to foreign immigration. 
On the 26th of February, 1885, President 
Chester A rthur placed his approving sig­ 
nature to an Act entitled: “An Act to pro­ 
hibit the importation and imm igration of 
foreigners and aliens under contract or 
agreement to perform labor in the United 
States, its Territories, and the District of 
Columbia.” 
The title is misleading. The 
text of the Act itself is far more significant. 
It read s: “ T hat from and after the passage 
of this Act it shall be unlaw ful for any 
person, company, partnership or corpora­ 
tion, in any m anner whatsoever, to prepay 
the transportation or in any way assist or 
encourage the im portation or migration of 
any alien or aliens, foreigner or foreigners, 
into the United States, its Territories, or 
the District of Columbia, under contract or 
agreement, parol or special, express or im ­ 
plied, made previous to the importation or 
immigration of such alien or aliens, for­ 
eigner or foreigners, to perform labor or 
service of any kind in the United States, 
its Terr itories, or the District of Columbia." 
Here, then, is the declaration of the law 
that to in any way assist or encourage the 
migration of any aliens or foreigners is 
unlawful. 
The Act further declares: 
“ That for 
every violation ot any of the provisions of 
Section 1 of tliis Act, the person, partner­ 
ship, company or corporation violating the 
same, by knowingly assisting, encouraging 
or soliciting tbs migration or importation 
of any alien or aliens, foreigner or foreign­ 
ers. into the United States, its Territories, 
or the District of Columbia, by any express 
or iaipiied agreement to furnish sufficient 
inducem ent for such foreigners to come, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offense 
the sum of $1,000; and that the master of 
any vessel bringing w ilhin the United 
States, and landing, or perm itting to be 
landed, from any foreign port, any laborer, 
mechanic or artisan, who, previous to em­ 
barkation on such vessel, has entered into 
any contract or agreement, express or im ­ 
plied, to perform labor or service within 
the United, shall be'fined $500, and im ­ 
prisoned for six m ouths.” 
The wording of*this Act should not es­ 
cape attention. 
The penalty arises by 
“ knowingly ass,“tine, encouraging or so­ 
liciting.” 
The immigration associations of 
the United States are continually violating 
the provisions of this Act. The railroads 
of this country have fureign agents “ solic­ 
iting ” immigration, and thereby violating 
the Act, and arc liable to a penalty of $1,000 
for each person who comes into the United 
States by such solicitation. 
The fifth section of the Act permits a 
foreigner residing in the United States to 
engage a private Secretary, or servant for 
domestic service, tbe one single exception 
in the bill, which became a law by the sig­ 
nature of Chester A. A rthur, a Republican 
President of the United States. “ Provided 
that nothing in this Act shail be construed 
as prohibiting any individual from assist­ 
ing any member of his tam ily or any rela­ 
tive or friend to migrate from any foreign 
country to the United States, for tiie pur­ 
pose of settlement here.” 
W e have in this city an immigration 
association. For every jierson whom they 
encourage to come from England, Ireland. 
Germany or France, with an express or im ­ 
plied ofler that employment will be secured 
for them here, they are liable to a fine of 
$1,000, and the master of a vessel landing 
any such person is liable to a fine of $500 
and 
im prisonm ent 
not 
exceeding six 
months. 
The only sentence in the whole report 
free from" the charge of a direct assault 
upon the continuance of encouragement 
to lbreigu immigration is quoted verbatim 
as follows: “ No one would probably con­ 
s der f r a moment the propriety of pre­ 
venting immigration, but it is a subject for 
wise consideration whether or not it m ight 
be regulated by equitable legal provisions.” 
Herein is the suggestion that the time has 
come for regulating, restricting, and p s- 
sibly prohibiting, the incoming of foreign­ 
ers. 
We have already noted the fact that 
the bill became a law by the signnture of a 
Republican President. 
Under the head ot 
“ Remedies.” the present Secretary of the 
Interior anil his Commissioner of Labor, 
Mr. Wright, indorsee! the law, urged its 
strict enforcement, approve its wisdom, 
agree with the policy and m ake it wholly 
their 
own with these words: "U n d er 
‘ Causes’ the results of too free immigration 
have been pointed out. Legitimate, volun­ 
tary immigration may be too rapid to enable 
a country to prepare its labor for it, and 
when imm igration becomes a subject of 
inducem ent and contract for the purpose 
of displacing a higher grade of labor, the 
resnlt is indeed pernicious, and ail the au­ 
thority of the law should be called in to 
prevent the continuance of the wrong. 
This Congress has intended to do, as will 
be seen by the following law. After quot­ 
ing the la’w, Mr. Lam ar and Mr. W right 
say : “ The policy of the Government in 
the past, the principles of which the United 
States Government is founded, and all the 
traditions of the country, furnish argu­ 
ments against any such regulation, and yet 
free voluntary immigration may do the 
industries of the country great harm . If 
so. the past and its precedents should not 
Lnfittence the future and its good.” 
H erein is a direct official Democratic 
declaration: First, th a‘ foreign immigration 
displaces a higher grade of labor; that is, 
that foreign labor is a lower grade than 
American labor: and second, that the 
past and its precedents should not be 
listened to. and should not influence the 
future aud its good. 
In otlter words, that 
the pait policy of the country in inviting 
foreign immigration is a mistake, and that 
the prohtems of the future will m ake it 
necessary to restrict foreign immigration. 
That there shall be no mistake as to the 
Dositiou taken by Mr. L unar, the Demo­ 
cratic Secretary cf the Interior, we again 
quote the words of tbe Commissioner over 
Mr. Lamar’s indorsement 
They then pro­ 
ceed to say : " As stated under • Causes,’ 
t ie industrial woriii, having arrived at 
w hat m ar be called s crisis period 1 ¡¡rough 


th e rapid extension o f m achinery and the 
consequent overdevelopm ent of th e in ­ 
dustries of th e w orld, m akes th e doctrine 
th a t th e U nited States offers nn asylum to 
the w orld som ew hat dangerous, or a t least 
renders it a doctrine now largely o u t of 
place." 
T hen th e old doctrine th a t here in A m er­ 
ica has been established an asylum for the 
oppressed and dow n-trodden of all coun­ 
tries, and th e doors of th e R epublic are 
freely opened to all m en of all nations, is 
declared to be “ now largely out o f place.” 
T here is a perfect consensus of opinion, 
and a com m unity of responsibility betw een 
the tw o old parlies in this m atter. 
T he Re­ 
publicans passed the restriction law , m ak ­ 
in g it a finable offense tb know ingly en­ 
courage or solicit th e im m igration of for­ 
eigners to this country, and a D em ocratic 
A dm inistration quotes it approvingly and 
declares it to be consistent w ith th e great 
com m ercial necessities of the country. 
T he point now is, w hich of these tw o 
parties is m ost am enable to th e charge of 
K now -nothingism . 
F rom th e foregoing it 
is clear th a t both th e R epublican and D em ­ 
ocratic parties regard th e traditional doc­ 
trine th a t th e U nited 
States offers an 
asylum to th e world, as now “ largely out 
of p l a c e t hat legislation designed 
to 
m eet th e new theory has already been 
enacted, aud th at to-day it is unlaw ful to 
“ assist, encourage or solicit any im m igra­ 
tion or im portation of any alien or aliens, 
foreigner or foreigners into the U nited 
States,” and that so far as the A ct approved 
F ebruary 20, 1885, outlines a 
national 
policy, it is clearly against th e fu rth er en­ 
couragem ent of foreign im m igration. 
It 
was passed by a D em ocratic H ouse, a R e­ 
publican Senate, and is indorsed and ap­ 
proved by th e present D em ocratic A d m in ­ 
istration. 
T he A m erican party, as led by M essrs 
W igginton and P ixley, has, therefore, ac­ 
com plished all they claim they desire to 
accom plish; has outlived its usefulness; 
has realized its hopes, and, instead of hav­ 
ing ju st been born, is a solecism of w hich 
its projectors ought to be asham ed.
